ONE-TIME ELBA 
CHILD DIES IN 
LOOP OF ROPE 

Little Joe Young, aged 11, 
son of Mr, and Mrs. Ferrell D. 
Young, formerly of Elba, died 
of strangulation Tuesday, Sept. 
17, in Pensacola, when he Slip- 
ped from a ladder he was 
climbing and fell into the loop 
of a rope, 

The tragic accident occurred 
in he garage behind his 
home and his body was found 
by his brother, Samuel, aged 
10, when he went into the gar- 
age to put away his bicycle. 

Formerly of Elba 

The family lived in Elba un- 
til their removal to Pensacola 
about seven years ago. Both 
Mr. and Mrs, Young are grad- 
uates of Elba High Mrs. Young 
being the former Ruth Smith, 
and their children were born 
here, Both Mr. and Mrs. Young 
are employed at the Naval Air 
Station in Pensacola. 

Little Joe had arrived home 


from school about 1 p.m, and 


as was his custom immediate- 
ly telephoned his mother at 
the Air Station. He was in high 
spirits because he told her he 
had just made a good grade in 
his first test at school. 

Apparently then he went into 
the garage to play or get some- 
thing or to untie the rope that 
was attached to the rafter, Ap- 
parently he propped the ladder 


against the rafter and began’ 


climbing with the free end of 
the rope either in his hand or 
coiled loosely about his body. 
Midway up the ladder a rung 
split plung the boy downward 
and entangling him in the rope 
which slipped into a noose a- 
bout his neck. It was thus that 
his brother Samuel found him. 
The ladder lay on the floor 
where it fell. 
Calls Help 

Samuel, using his Boy Scout 
knife, cut Joe down at once 
and summoned help. He was 
taken to Baptist Hospital 
where he was pronounced 
dead by strangulation. 

Besides his parents and bro- 
ther he is survived by his 
grandmother, Mrs. Joseph __‘T. 
Young of Elba. 

Funeral services and burial 
were in Pensacola.

Soil Conservation 


Service News 
By T. C. Self, SCS, 


Sam Sawyer, Elba and Bud 
Scofield, Curtis, have recently 
completed farm fish ponds. 
These ponds will be stocked 
With young fish turnished by 
the State Dept. of Conservat- 
ion. Stocking rates are 1,000 
bream and 100 bass per surface 
acre of water. Native fish in 
potholes and springs within 
the pond area will be killed 
before stocking with state fish. 

Newly stocked ponds should 
not be fished until the bass 
have spawned. This usually oc- 
curs in the late spring 1 year 
following stocking. 

Jchn Taylor of Taylor Mill 
road has completed a waterway 
through a low area. This area 
can .now be used for pasture. 
It will be sown to white clover 
and dallis grass.
